Global Exchange has announced a three week tour of South Africa and 
Zimbabwe for August, 1991. The Global Exchange Reality Tours — Travel with a 
Purpose “are an excellent way to learn about the causes of poverty, underdevelopment 
and environmental destruction by meeting grassroots organizers and leaders in the 
Third World” The tour is aimed at building direct ties with grassroots organizers in South 
Africa, Zimbabwe, and Mozambique. In South Africa, the tour will meet with leaders 
of the ANC, COSATU, Federation of South African Women and the South African 
Council of Churches, and will visit Soweto, Capetown, Johannesburg, gold mines, 
and the University of Western Cape.

The Mozambique part of the tour is a two-day excursion into the 
country to investigate the effects of the Renamo war on the Mozambican people. The 
cost of the tour is $3,300 including airfare from New York, lodging, two meals a day, 
organizing costs, and transportation.
